Tbs Fourtti of Jaly-Oar Cauatry Taen and N ow. 

The Declaration of American Independence is 
eighty three years old to-day. The authors of 
this sacred instrument hare all gone down to the 
grave, and there are but few men living whose 
memory extends over so long a period. Let us for a 
moment think with those who thus link us with 
the past, and pass in review some events in our 
history too dear to be forgotten. 

When hostilities broke out between this 
sountrv and England, and the first blood of the 
Revolution was shed at Lexington, April IStb, 
1775, there were not many of our forefathers who 
seriously thought of a separation of the Colonies 
from the mother country. Mr. Wirt says that 
Patrick Henry entertained the thought, and ex- 
pressed it as early as 1773, but history shows 
that such a thought was not general. The colo- 
nists were loyal to the mother country, and the 
thought of separation was suggested by tbs 
events of the revolution, which were not fore- 
seen by et en the wisest of those times. 

The first Colonial Congress assembled at Car- 
penter’s Hall, in Philadelphia, September 5th, 
1774. Nothing was done during its session 
which looked directly to a separation of the Colo- 
nies from the mother country. The members 
were chosen to devise means of alleviating the 
gievscces under which the Colonies labored, but 
they did not propose independence as a remedy. 

On the 10th of May, the Colonial Congress again 
assembled at the State House in Philadelphia, and 
on the 1st of August adjourned to the 5th of Sep- 
tember. Pursuant to adjournment, this body 
again met, Lut nothing was done until the ISth of 
September, 1775, in consequence of there not be- 
ing a sufiicient number of members present to 
enter upon business. The work of the separation 
of the colonies from England began and progress- 
ed in earnest at this third session of the Colonial 
Congress. 

The first significant act in the great drama of 
independence was a resolution drawn up by a 
comaitiee, at the head of which was John Adams. 
It was adopted by Congress, May 10 th, 1776, in the 
following words: 

That it he recommended to the several Assem- 
blies and Conventions of the united colonies, 
where no government sufficient to the exigencies 
of their affairs hath hitherto been established to 
aiopt such a government as shall, in the opinions 
of the representatives of the people, best conduce 
to the happiness and safety of their constituents 
iu particular, and America in geueral. 

But a more significant and decided movement 
was that of Richard Henry Lee, June 7th, 1776, 
who pro{ oted the following resolution: 

That these i’kited colonies abk, and or bight

that all political connection between cs and 

THE STATE or (JkKAT BlIITAIN IS AND 01 UHT TO HE 
TOTALLY DISSOLVED. 

The ball of independence was then fairly in mo- 
tion. Mr. Lee’s resolution wes laid over for con- 
eiders' ion ia Committee of the Whole, July 1 st. 
In the meantime, a committee was appointed, June 
11 th, to craw up a declaration in accordance with 
the resolution of Mr. Lee. This committee con- 
aiste i of Thomas Jefferson, John Adams, Benja- 
mia Franklin, Roger Sherman, and Robert Liv- 
ingston. Thomas Jefferson drafted the Declara- 
tion, and it was presented to Congress in his 
hunc writing, with a lew interlineations by John 
Adams and Benjamin Franklin. 

On the 2 d of July the resolution of Mr. Lee 
was pa sed by Congress, and on the 4 th the 
Declaration of Independence was adopted. The 
Declaration was then ordered to be engrosaed and 
signed by the fifty-six members. It was further 
ordered that copies of it be sent to the several as- 
semblies, conventions, and committees or councils 
of saiety, and to the several commanding officers 
of the Continental troops, and that it be proclaim- 
ed in each of the United fctatee, and at the hsad 
of t he a ruay. 

When the Declaration was adopted tbs popula- 
tion of the United States was about 5,000, OyO. In 
•5 Ttar» this number has been swelled to 80,000,- 
000. At tbe same rate of increase our population 
would be 800,000,000 in tbe same leDgth of time, 
ending on the 4ib of July, 1242. 

Our territorial domain has kept paoe with this 
increase of population. When the Declaration 
was adopted our whole country consisted of 
thirteen States and five Territories, or appenda- 
ges to these States. One of these Territories 
belonged to Georgia, a second to .Vorth Caro- 
lina, a third to Virginia, a fourth to Massacho- 
tett*. and a fifth was claimed by both New York 
and New Hampshire. The thirteen States, in- 
cluding the five Territories, were as follows, with 
their geographical dimensions in square miles 
annexed :

It now only remain# to note the additions which, 
from time to time, have been made to tbe original 
public domain, and to enumerate the different 
8utes which have been added to the Union, until 
the original number of thirteen has been swelled 
4o thirty-three. 

Oregon (including the Territojy now known as 
Washington) waa discovered by Capt. Gray, of 
Boston, in 1792. The British also set up a right 
bj discovery and occupancy to this country. Tbe 
conflicting claims were adjusted by the treaty of 
i64v. when tbe right of the United Statee was ad- 
mitted to the 49th parallel, and to embrace 808,- 
052 square miles. 

The purchase of the Louisiana Territory was 
made by President Jefferson in 1808. Tbe pnblic 
domain acquired by this magnificent purchase 
embraced no lees than 899,57# square miles, now 
occupied by tbe Statee of Louisiana, Arkansas 
Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota, and tbe Territories of 
Nebraska, Kansas and tbe Indian Reserve It 
was a domain greater than the entire original 
United States, with all their Territories, and em- 
braced every variety of climate and soil in tbe 
Union. It coat this Government 60,000,000f, or 
about 113,000,000. 

Our next aoquiaition of territory was that of 
Florida, in 1821. This purchase was made by 
James Monroe. By it we acquired not only 59,- 
>-qaars mils# of territory, but got control of 
the Gulf of Mexioo. Previous to this acquisition 
from Spain, tbs Slates of Georgia, Alabama, and 
Mississippi, did not border upon tbs Gulf. A long 
line of Spanish territory, known as West Florida, 
intervened, aad cat them off from this noble body 
•f water, into which is now poured the eommeroe 



I of 80,000 miles of navigable rivers, and 8,000 of 
I southern railroad. 

Texas was next aoquired during the Adminis- 
tration of James K. Polk, in 1845. By the an- 
nexation of Texas we acquired 237,504 square 
miles of territory, among which may be found 
some of the finest lands smJsd upon by the 
kindest sun, and blessed by the best climate in the 
world. The articles of annexation provide that 
Texas may be subdivided into four States, besides 
the present, thus making fire States with an aver- 
age area of over 47,000 square miles— each State as 
great as New York — next to the largest of the 
original thirteen. 

Our next acquisition was the State of Califor- 
nia, and the Territories of Utah and New Mexi- 
co, under President Polk, by the treaty of Gauda- 
loupe Hidalgo, in 1848. By tL is treaty we ac- 
quired 632,157 square miles of territory. This 
was our last acquisition of territoiy. and the total 
of square miles added to the original confederacy, 
from the Declaration to this time, will be found 
to be 2 186,157. This is more than double, aDd 
nearly three times the total area of the original 
thirteen States and five Territories. 

During the same period we have added twenty 
new States to the original thirteen. The follow- 
ing are the additions in the regular order of 
time : 

Vermont 1791, Kentucky 1792, Tennessee 1796, 
Ohio 1802, Louisian a 1812, Indiana 1816, Missis 
sippi 1817, Illinois 1818, Alabama 1S19, Missouri 
and Maine 1820, Michigan and Arkansas 1886, 
Texas, Florida and Iowa 1345, Wisconsin 1846, 
California 1850, Minnesota 1858, and Oregon 
1859. 

The Maysville Express. 

We are glad to learn that tbe Maysville Ex- 
press, one of the best Democratic papers iu the 
State, is more prosperous than ever. Since that 
excellent paper took the right position upon the 
question of slavery, as connected with the Terri- 
tories, some Abolitionists, Black Republicans and 
Squatter Sovereigns, disguised as Democrats, 
have been trying to injure it. These enemies have 
succeeded in getting fve persons to discontinue 
the Express, while just one hundred times that 
number have become subscribers to the paper. — 
The Express has, in other words, added five hun- 
dred to its subscription list since the first of May 
last, when its talented editor, Robert McKee, 
came out boldly for the power of Congress to pro- 
tect slavery in the Territories, and lor its duty to 
exercise this power whenever necessary. 

The experience of the Express has been our 
own. Since the Courier took position on the ter- 
ritorial question, it has lost one subscriber there- 
for, and has gained nearly one thousand. Its gains 
have therefore been as a thousand to one of its 
losses upon this single question. WedoD’tthiuk 
our position on the slavery question should have 
caused us to lusa the single subscriber who quit 
us; but we have no cause to complain, as we got 
a thousand in place of the one. We are willing 
to share the same fate upon every question of the 
age, and upon the same terms we will take tbe 
right position upon a new question every day in 
the year. 

The Democratic Standard. 

Some days ago the Louisville Democrat said 
that the Hon. Edmund Burke was editor of the 
Democratic Standard, published at Concord, New 
Hampshire. We replied that John B. Palmner, 
Esq., was the editor of that excellent paper, and 
our reply was the truth. It seems, however, that 
certain political articles, which we have admired 
und re-published with a full indorsement, were 
furnished to tbe Standard by Mr. Burke. As any 
gentleman who is sound enough Democrat, ex- 
cellent i-DOugh statesman und tine enough writer 
to pen those articles ought to have the credit of 
them, especially in the South, to whose Constitu- 
tional rights they particularly refer, wo take 
pleasure in publishing the lact. The Standard 
says : 

In connection with this paragraph it becomes 
necessary tor us to correct an error into which 
our friend of the Louisville Courier has fallen. — 
We do it as an act of justice to the gentleman al- 
luded to by tbe Countr, the Hon. Eduiuud Burke, 
of this State.
